Read pnl j.'f" \ \[ vcr y much obliged to you for the 
' J JL Opportunity of perufing thofc Papers, 
which I intended and ought to have come and 
heard read. It I had been prelent, I would have 
(in feme mcafurA confirmed Mr. Nevccome’% Ac¬ 
count of what was perceived in his Houfe at Hack¬ 
ney, by a ftmi’ar Tetiimony from Eajl Skeen near 
RichmcuJ ’Park in Surrey. It depends indeed up¬ 
on the Perception of a fmglc Perfon ; whereas bis 
is verified by the Sen fat ions of fix different ones 5 
but it is exactly parallel, as to the being felt abovc- 
ftairs, but not below. 

On Sunday the iS.’n inftant, at a very little after 
6 in the Afternoon, as Mils Lethieuliie? was fitting 
in her Drefiing-Room up two Pair of Stairs, front¬ 
ing to the South, with a Book before her, fine felt 
fuch a Snock cf an Earthquake, as uc apprehended, 
that (he immediately ran e.own fans, frighted } and 
finding Mr. Lethiedlier her Father, and another Per* 
ion, fitting together in the Parlour, asked them, “ if 
“ they had not felt another Shock of an Earthquake." 

But, 
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But, finding that neitner they, nor any cne die, had 
perceived any thing like it, (he neither find or 
thought any more of it; fufpetl'ing it might be only 
a hidden Guft of Wind, or feme other accidental 
Caufe. 

On reading the Accounts in the public Papers of 
a real Shock of an Earthquake being feit at'Ports¬ 
mouth, at the Ifle of Wight , and at other Places, 
exactly at the fame time, her Father, and the Gen¬ 
tlewoman who was in the Parlour with him, began 
to doubt whether the young Lady's Apprehenfioii 
was not founded upon fomewhat more than mere 
Fancy or Imagination j and Mr. Neizcome’s Ac¬ 
count fee ms to render it probable that (he feit a 
real Morion. 

Whether it was, or was not, I don’t pretend 
to determine; and fhould fcarcc have mention’d it, 
if it had not fo exaftly coincided with what Mr. 
IS eve come has communicated. 1 have no doubt 
of the Fact above rehear fed ; having been allured of 
it by all the three Pcrfons before ipoken of, who full 
mention’d it in an accidental Converfation upon the 
Subject, and afterwards (on being particularly inter¬ 
rogated) pofitivcly and exprefly artefted it. 1 am,
